DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After reviewing applicant's amendment, arguments and conducting an updated 
search none of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed 
invention having the recited limitations of independent claims 1,12, 14. 
Regarding claims 1-13. 

None of the prior arts disclosed the laser unit of independent claims 1 and 1 2, 
including the laser gain medium providing first and second beams, the reflecting 
dispersion device and the control unit, where the control unit includes an angle unit for 
providing an angular variation signal of the second beam and an analysis unit for 
controlling the reflection angle of the reflecting dispersion device in accordance with the 
angular variation signal. 

Regarding claims 14, 15. 

None of the prior arts disclosed the laser unit of independent claim 14, including 
the laser gain medium providing first and second beams, the reflecting dispersion 
device and the method for controlling the laser unit of providing an angular variation 
signal of the second beam and controlling the reflection angle of the reflecting 
dispersion device in accordance with the angular variation signal. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
